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UspounTEpLy the proper course has been pursued 
respecting Dr. Smethurst. The maxim of English 
law is, “ Better that one thousand guilty men should 
escape than that one innocent man should suffer.” 
Not mercly amongst the public, but amongst the 
medical profession, grave doubts were entertained 
not only respecting the guilt of Dr. Smethurst, but 
alsoregarding the chemical analysis by which his 
conviction was obtained. Dr. Taylor had committed 
a serious error, and it required seventy-four experi- 
ments upon a thimbleful of material before he 
acknowledged his mistake. The London journals 
have absolutely teemed with letters from physicians 
of the very highest estimation, not only remonstrat- 
ing against the verdict, but enumerating number- 
less cases in which they smptoms were identica] 
with those exhibited in the case of Miss Bankes. 
‘There was also an absence of any apparent motive 
for the commission of the crime—a point of very great 
weight where the evidence was entirely circumstan- 
tial. The charge of the judge, too, has been very 
generally censured, as participating rather of the 
nature of an advocate’s address than of the solemn 
and deliberate judgment respecting the evidence 
before the court. We have known recent instances 
in which juries have been neither judges of law nor 
of fact, but have simply endorsed the opinions of a 
judge. In a case of life and death a jury naturally 
will look very much to the expressed opinion of the 
judge, and are inclined to shift upon him their own 
responsibility. He has been trained up to the law 
and the examination of evidence, they say. He must 
know better than we do, and we cannot go wrong 
jf we assent to his strongly expressed opinion. 

There are many points in the case of Dr. Smethurst 
analogous to that of Kirwan, who was convicted 
some years since for the murder of his wife. In 
Kirwan’s case the medical testimony was as conflict- 
ing as in the case of Dr. Smethurst, but the collateral 
eircumstances, such as motives, &c., were much stron- 
geragainst Kirwan. Still, the Government of the 
day thought the safer course would be to commute 
the capital punishment, and Kirwan is, we believe, 
still a prisoner in Spike Island.

A paralysis seems to have seized upon two classes 
who might prevent all this. ‘The magistracy hesitate 
to use their power, or fear for their own safety, and 
the Roman Catholic gentry stand aloof while those 
with whom they lived on terms of friendship are 
systematically maltreated. Unless the Government 
interfere, mob law will soon be the only law observed 
in the West, and the Protestants who venture to re- 
main there will have to combine for theit own defence.

actually made that this description of punishment should 
be introduced into our judicial code for the express pur- 
pose of branding and degrading the criminal. This, 
however, is not the way in which we should act on the 
minds of our soldiers lly. Military crimes should 
be punished, but they should not be ranked, merely 
because they are military, with that class of offences 
= in civil life are deemed worthy of a debasing 
penaity. i 

It cannot be overlooked that there prevails in this 
country a peculiar and special objection to this particular 
species of punishment, nor has the feeling been entirely 
removed even by the larger modification which its em- 
ployment has undergone. Returns of the number of 
lashes inflicted are constantly moved for in the 
House of Commons, and a candidate can hardly 
canvass 4 borough connected with the two ser- 
vices without having the subject thrust promi- 
nently before his eyes. There is, in fact, some- 
thing in the very nature of the infliction which is re- 
volting to English minds, besides thet it is considered, } 
on no Méan auttiority, as prejudicial to our efforts for 
the improvement and augmentation of our forces. We 
could almost wish that when the system was reduced to 
“a mere remnant of its former self it had been abolished | 
altogether. The results of the abolition, in so far as it 
proceeded, have been so satisfactory that it might as 
well have been complete. We have ptit an end to the 
old horrors of military tyranny without inctifring any 
of the congequences which were predicted at 
the time. e general discipline of the army is 
sharp and decisive. There can be no such pressure 
better than ever, and its brilliant achievements on the 
field of Inkerman and the plains of India have given 
sufficient contradiction to the old notion that it required 
a spice of the ruffian to make a good soldier.

We are not, however, 
here arguing for the absolute extinction of the prac- 
tice. If Courts-martial and commanding officers would 
but modify the application of vhe penalty as effectually 
as the law has modified its extent, there could be no. 
great harm done in inflicting on an incorrigible scoundrel 
a punishment which could not brytalise and would not 
maim him. What we protest against is the common 
resort to the lash as an ordinary agent in maintaining 
the discipline of a military force. It is not desirable 
that this instrument should be familiarised again, and 
still less that a practice sure to be exaggerated by report 
should be allowed to discredit the service in the 
eyes of the population from whom its recruits must be 
rawn. |

You have seen, whilst here, something 
of what is expected of a regiment, and I trust wherever vou 
go—and your stay here will not, I be:ieve, continue long 
you will bear the same character you have earned for your- 
selves in these quarters.

The Mersey, 40, screw, Capt. H. Caldwell, C.B., left Spit- 
head on Friday morning, under canvas, for the westward.

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EMIGRATION FROM LIVERPOOL—IMPORTANT 
AND INTERESTING STATISTICS. 
DECLINE IN IRISH EMIGRATION. 

; LiverPoo., Fripar. 

The official return fer the mionth of August, now com- 
pleted, exhibit a marked increase in the Aumiber of emi- 
grants who make Liverpool the port of departure. 

The general emigration from this port has improved— 
the Government Returns shewing an increase in August 
of nearly 500 over the previous month of July. ‘The 
total emigration during the month amounted to 6,714 
souls, ot whom 368 were cabin, and the remainder inter- 
mediate and steerage. Ot the steerage passengers, 2,235 
were natives of England; 471 of Scotland; 3,451 of Ire- 
land, and 244 belonged to other countries—the majority 
heing German emigrants for the United States. ‘These. 
r-turns show an increase of nearly 800 souls over the 
numbers of the previous month of July, in which month 


iinglish, 23 Scotch; 3,899 Irish, and 280 foreigners. 
The leading feature in these returns ia the falling off 
of nearly 500 emigrants from Ireland, while those from 


To the United States the emigration from this port 
has been larger than for many months, the numbers 
being 310 cabin, and 4,276 steerage passengers. Of these 
1,362 belonged to-England,126 to Scotland, 2,572 to Ire- 
land, and 26 were foreigners. In the previous month the 
number of cabin passengers was 180, and steerage 
3,754, 763 of whom were English, 166 Scotch, 
2,862 Irish, and 163 foreixners, while during the corre- 
sponding period of 1858 the cabin passengers numbered 
184, and the steerage 3,717, 1,127 of whom were English, 
186 Scotch, 2,190 Irish, and 213 natives of other coun- 
tries. In short ships (;.e., not under Government in- 
spection), 1 cabin and 165 steerage passengers sailed, 
while in the previous month the number was 171, and in 
the corresponding period of 1858, it reached 181. A 
feature in the emigration trade to the United States 
developes itself in these returns—viz., that towards the 
close of the month the trade acquired an impetus un- 


| known during the early part, as the ships starting early 


in the month could barely muster 250 souls ; those sail- 
ing towards the close had nearly double the number, 
the-Enmierald Isle having cleared at the Government 
office with 450, and the John Bright with 438 
$o.ls on board. The opinion is prevalent that 
for some months, at least, an active emigration 
from this port to the United States is likely to take 
place. These returns, it must be borne in mind, do not 
include passengers sailing by the Royal mail steamers, 
which do not come under the operations of the Pas- 
sehger Act. 

Tbese returns present another feature worthy of no- 
tice—viz., the number of returning emigrants to this 
country, and we find that in January 46 cabin and 573 
| steerage passengers arrived here from New York ; in 
February 68 cabin and 314 steerage ; in March 101 ca- 
bin and 346 stecrage ; in Aprii 60 cabin and 429 stee- 
rage ; in May 172 cabin and 835 steerage ; in June 241 
cabin and 946 steerage ; and in July 250 cabin and

‘To Australia the returns for the month show a great 
falling off—the aggregate numbers, including vessels 
currying Government emigrants, being 42 cabin and 
1,609 steerage passengers. Of these three were for 
Melbourne, carrying 948 passengers—390 of whom 
were English, 152 Scotch, 324 Irish, and 24 foreigners. 
In the corresponding period of 1858, the numbers were 
45 cabin, and 1,429. steerage passeng-rs — 759 English, 
228 Scotch, 415 Irish, and 32 foreigners. It may be re- 
marked that in 1857, during the month of August, the 
emigration to Australia was treble the extent it is now, 
the official returns for that year, showing 87 cabin and 
2 986 steerage passengers. In short ships to Australia 43 
passengers took their departure during the previous 
month, the number were 19 and the corresponding period 
of 1858, 17 passengers." 

From Melbourne the returned emigrants numbered 
240 cabin and 1,388 steerage passengers. 

The Colonial Land and Emigration Commissioners 
have despatched three vessels during the month. The 
erald of the Morning, Captain Rudolph, for Melbourne, 
with 415 passengers ; the Shackanaxon, for Moreton Bay 
with 330 passengers ; and the David M‘iver, for Ade- 
laide, with 385 passengers ; the Anne D. Wilson, Captain 
Duckett, is at present embarking Government emigrants, 
at Birkenhead depot, and will sail early in the week 
with about 400 Government emigrants for Sydney. 

To New Zealand, 16 cabin, and 173 steerage passen- 
gers, have sailed during the week—105 of whom were 
English, 39 Scotch, and 29 Irish. 

Canadian emigration has been confined chiefly to the 
mail screw steamers, which do not come “ under the 
Act.” In “short ships,” 2 cabin, and 50 steerage 
passengers sailed to Quebec, and 12 steerage passeagers 
to Nova Scotia. 

To the Cape of Good Hope, the Matilda Atheling 
sailed with 288 steerage passengers, 1,518, who were 
English, 66 Scotch, and 71 Irish, sent out at the ex- 
expense of the Colonial Legislature.

EXTRAORDINARY DisasTER ON THE BirmisGuaM Ca- 
NAL.—On Tuesday evening an alarming accident occur- 
red on the Birmingham Canal at Dudley Port. The ca- 
nal at Dudley Port runs over in its course a limestone 
mine belonging to Messrs. Giles, and the amount of 
stone worked from under the surface has gradually weak- 
ened the earth until it has been unable to withstand 
the pressure from above. On Tuesday evening 4 
watchman in the employ of the Canal Company no- 
ticed the canal banks gradually sinking, but before 
he could summon assistance the bank sank eight 
or nine feet with a fearful crash, On the spot 
where the earth sank the two bodies of water from each 
side met with a report like thunder, and carried the 
bank, together with some hundred tons of rubbish, into 
an adjoining hollow, which, with all the lower ground in 
the neighbourhood, was completely fluoded. An old 
man and woman residing in a cottage near the ca:al 


Í bank were with great difficulty rescued; the house was 


completely surrounded, and all the furniture, &c., was 
afloat. The rush of water into the pits will prevent their 
being worked for some time. Four pits belonging to 
Messrs. Bagnall are also stopped from the water 
having fiowed in. The earth near the spot is 
fearfully cracked in places, and great damage has 
been done to the works of Messrs. Badger, Messrs. 
Sandars, and Messrs. Hickman. At Messrs. Sandars’ the 
walls werethrown down, and the engines, boilers, and other 
machinery displaced. At Messrs. Badger’s the roof was 
thrown down, and the stocks, furnaces, steam pipes, and 
machinery broken and shaken. At each of these large 
foundries work will have to be suspended, as the canal 
is dry for about 400 yards in front of their wharves, and 
they will have no other means of removing their iron 
and other material. No loss of life occurre, althougi 
there were several narrow escapes. The p: aniary loss 
is estimated at an immense amount, pr. :tical men 
stating that some thousands of pounds w .Í not cover 
the loss. It will probably be a month or inore before 
the repairs will be completed. The traffic to Birming- 
ham and Wolverhampton will be conducted on another 
branch of the canal.

We shall say nothing more at present of Sir George 
Grey, as he is still our Governor, when compliments 
may appear more complimentary ; but we request at- 
tention to the following figures, as indicating the state 
of the province under his government.

THE EX-KING OF OUDE’S PRISON LIFE. 


The Overland Pheniz gives the following particulars 
respecting the «x-King of Oude and some of his com- 
panions during their imprisonment ; theirjrelease was no- 
ticed in the last Indian Mail. 

“lhe ex-King, up to the moment of his release, was 
unaware that his imprisonment was so soon to end, His 
liberation was announced to him by Colonel Cavenagh and 
Major Herbert, and he received the announcement testi- 
fying great but dignified satisfaction. He hadinvariably 
been treated by these officers with courtesy and consi- 
deration, and was always willing to communicate freely 
with them, and often sought their advice, which, as freely 
rendered, has more than once baffled attempts made on 
his purse, The ex-King’s meals were always brought 
to him from Garden Reach, and his dinner had reached 
on Saturday evening at the time it was intimated to him 
that his imprisonment had terminated. His ex-Majest 
ordered the viands to be taken back to Garden Reach, whi- 
ther he intended immediately proceeding ; but, before 
he got into the carriage, prayer time had come round, 
ne through his 
rather lengthy devotions. ‘These finished, he drove off 
in an open carriage, accompanied by Major Herbert. 
— lhe ex-King’s life, during his two years’ imprison- 
ment, has been such as to induce the belief that if left 
to himself he would, for an Asiatic prince, be of very ir- 
reproachable character. He has been abstemious in the 
extreme, and has denied himself many pleasures which 
even the rules which regulated his imprisonment would 
have permitted. His time was mostly spent in the com- 

ition of verses, in portrait painting, and in writing 
etters to his numerous begums, both in Oude and at 
Garden Reach, to whom he generally sent presents of 
jewellery and of money. His attitude or pose du- 
ring verse-writing hours was a curious one, his ex- 
Majesty on such occasions being stretched out 
like a large turtle taking aswim on the top of a bed 
iled with cushions, at on end of which was a writing 
esk ! Like other great men, he was fond of toys ; and 
spent much money on them, nothing apparently giving 

m more pieasure than to sit and watch the circular 
movements of automatic toys set in motion by himself. 
Hewas particularly jealous of being intruded on, and 
comported himself like a king in that respect. The 


this particular point, and none, no matter what their 
rank, were allowed to enter the ex-King’s chambers, 
or in any other way to incommode him. He will have to

to do with the Venetian territory. If Austria has frankly 
accepted the assigned her, she can have no objection 
to withdraw from Venice in consideration of an equiva- 
lent on the other side of the Adriatic. If the affairs of 
Italy are to be definitely settled by conferences, I think 
Turkey, as a member of the European family, should 
have a voice in a matter which concerns her more 
nearly than she suspects. Should Austria reject the 
advice of France, and insist upon holding Venice on 
lease, she will at least prevent Russia joining with 
England in defence of the integrity of the Ottoman 
empire. Austria, like Russia, is a close neighbour of 
Turkey, and in conjunction with France she could in- 
voke the sympathies of Christianity in the East, in op- 
position to the fast-spreading doctrines of Pauslavism. 
Whatever move Austria may make in conjunction with 
France, she will be checkmated by Russia. Russia has 
but one fear—that come what may, France and England 
will remain friends, and to dissolve the alliance now ex- 
isting between the two nations all her energies are di- 
rected.—Letter in the Morning Post. 

A Japanese TEA Partry.—After a pleasant walk, 
which we varied by a turn through a fishing village 
(where we were an object of admiration to the children 
and uneasiness to the dogs), we reached the Tea Garden, 
which was now in the midst of summer loveliness ; the 
water lily in bloom floated on the surface of the artificial 
lake, and flowers and shrubs bloomed in pots, and out 
of pots, between the crevices of rock work, or climbing 
over trellis work, forming “shady nooks,” where you 
might hear “the gentle lover or the plover in the after- 
noon.” We paid a visit to the jolly hostess and the fair 
dames of the inn—one of whom, by-the-bye, said she had 
looked fur my return, and had reared a kitten for me; 
for which I thanked the fair creature, telling her I should 
take another opportunity for calling for her present. 
We pursued our peregrinations ti:rough the garden, and 
suddenly came upon a social party of Japanese ladies 
and gentlemen at tea in a pretty summer-house. We 
bowed to them on passing, und as we did not wish to 
intrude upon their privacy, were about to withdraw, 
when a young gentleman arose, came towards us, and 
begged us to enter and partake of some tea. We 
gladly acceded to his request, and were soon at ease 
with our new acquaintances. Small square tables of 
lacquered ware, about a foot and a half in height, and 
six inches square, were placed on the right side of the 
Japanese; these supported cups of tea, sweetmeats, 
cakes, and small lacquered bowls of rice and fruit. 
Four married ladies sat together on one side, and near 
them an old gentleman ; opposite sat a young Japanese 
officer and two young ladies, one about seventeen years 
of age, the other about twenty; the latter were very 
pretty. We little dreamed of seeing such beauties in 
this retired spot ; their skins clear and white as that of 
a Circassian, with a healthy blush on their cheeks, 
which required not the assistance of the rouge-box ; 
finely arched brows, over bright black eyes, which grew 
brighter when the owners became animated, and were 
shadowed by long curling eyelashes ; noses small but 
straight, one bordering on aquiline ; small well cut 
lips, surrounded by even rows of teeth, of pearly lustre. 
Their jet black hair was brushed trom the sides and 
back of the head, and fastened in a knot on the top of 
the head by a fillet of pale pink silk. ‘The elder was the 
handsomer of the two, and the chief object of attraction 
to the young officer, as he frequently gave us an oppor- 
tunity of observing, by placing an arm around her waist 
and looking lovingly into her eyes. There was grace- 
fulness in all her attitudes, especially when she took 
up a guitar at the request of her lover, and played 
a few airs for us ; but the music was rather monetonous 
and without harmony ; at least our dull ears could not 
detect any. She accompanied herself in a song 
in a falsetto tone ; a species of whine not altogether 
so discordant as that of the Chinese, yet 
merely bearable from its strangeness. The sister 
now joined in a duet, one endeavouring to outshriek the 
other. our elder hosts were in raptures with the per- 
formance, and they wondered at our stolidity; but our ears 
had been accustomed to the music of Grisi and Mario, 
and could not endure even the finest of Japanese singers. 
Finding the ladies so obliging, we prevailed upon one to 
play whilst the other danced. The performance was 
peculiar ; she went round the apartment as in a slow 
waltz, making graceful passes with her hands, and hum- 
ming an air to herself, smiling most agrceably, and 
bowing towards us as she went round. They were 
attired in richly embroidered silk: a loose tunic with 
wide sleeves was fastened round the waist by a broad 
sash of pale pink ; a fan was passed through this, and 
supporting the back of each lady was a tricornered flat 
board, covered with parti-coloured silk. The married 
ladies were attired in robes ot a fubric resembling cash- 
mere, and of a sombre lavender colour. After tea they 
introduced pipes and some light wine. The Japanese 
tobacco is very mild and without flavour, so we re- 
quested that they would permit us to light cheroots 
instead, according to our own custom. They examined 
our uniform minutely, asking the English nameof each 
part of it, and pronouncing each word separately after 
us.— Voyage of the Burrueouta to Japan, Kamtschatka, 
Siberia, &e.By J. M. Tronson, R.N.

The will, with three codicils, of Sir George Thomas 
Staunton, Bart., formerly M.P. for Portsmouth, late of 
Devonshire-street, Portland-place, and of Leigh Park, 
Hampshire, were proved in London on August 24, by 
George Staunton Lynch, Esq., Henry Cormick Lynch, 
Esq. (his cousin), and Charles Few, Esq., the surviving 
executors. ‘The personalty in England was sworn under 
£120,000. ‘The will bears date January 30, 1852, the 
codicils in 1855 and 1856. His Irish estates he has be- 


| queathed to his cousin, George Staunton Lynch, who. ts 


the residuary legatee. His estates in England, includ- 
ing Leigh Park.and his house and furniture in Devon- 
shire-street, he leaves to his cousin, Henry Cormick 
Lynch, together with a legacy of £10,000;-and they are 
to take and use the surname of “Staunton” after theirown 
name, by Royal licence, and to quarter his arms with 
their own. He bequeathsa legacy of £1,000 to his 
executor, Charles few. There are many very liberal 
legacies to his family, friends, and servants. 

The will and codicil of Mrs. Matilda Assheton-Smith. 
relict of Thomas Assheton-Smith, Esq.,of Vaernol, Car- 
narvon, and of Tedworth, Hants, who died on the 18th 
of May, 1859, were proved in London by John Drum- 
mond, Esq., and George H. Walker Heneage, Esgq., the 
brother-in-law; the personalty valued at £200,000. She 
has bequeathed the mansion and estate at Vaernol, with 
the land, slate quarries, and all things appertaining 
thereto, with all lands in the principality of Wales, 
to trustees for George Duff, the eldest son of Mary Duff, 
the niece of her late husband, and to his issue male ; on 
failure to the next brother,and so on ;and bequeaths there- 
with the furniture attached to the said mansion at 
Vaernol, and the plate there and at Tedworth, to be 
heirlooms. She has left the mansion and estate at 
Tedworth, with the lands and estates in Hampshire, in 
trust for 'rancis Sloane Stanley (a minor), the third son 
of her sister Laura, the wife of the Rev. George Sloane 
Stanley, B.A., and to his issue male, and on failure to 
the next son, the furniture and effects to be held as heir- 
looms with the estate. Also leaves therewith the sum 
of £40,000, to come out of the Welsh estates, and be 
annexed to this estate, and descend therewith. There 
are liberal legacies to her sisters and others, and bequests 
to her servants. To her maidservant, Hester King, 
£1,000 ; her gamekeeper (Allen) and coachman 
(Edwards), £500 each; her housekeeper, Mrs. Hunter; 
an annuity of £20; her late husband’s valet, an annuity 
of 30. ‘To the following charitable institutions, £1,000 
each—namely, the Salisbury, Winchester, and Bangor 
Infirmaries, and the Church Building Society in Wales. 
Leaves the residue to her sister Harriet, the wife of 
the said George H. W. Heneage. 

The will and three codicils of Nicholas. Charrington, 
Esq., of Ley Spring Leytonstone, were proved in Lon- 
don by his three sons, Charles, Frederick, and Nicholas, 
the executors. The personalty sworn under £70,000. 
The will is dated 1850, the codicils 1855, and March 
and December, 1858. The bulk of his property he 
leaves to his three sons. Bequeaths to his son, the 
Rev. Nicholas George Charrington, his estates at Chig- 
well and Stepney for his life, and then to his issue ; on 
failure, to his son Charles, and his issue; also leaves to 
his son Nicholas his shares in the Union Insurance Office. 
Leaves his shares in the brewery, Mile-end, under the 
firm of “ Charrington, Head, and Co.,” to his sons Charles 
and Frederick, who are also the residuary legatees.—

FLUCTUATIONS IN THE TRADE OF THE 
U 


NITED KINGDOM, | 

The relative fluctuations in the trade of the various 
ports of the United Kingdom constitute one of the most 
interesting points of commercial inquiry, since in all 
cases they arise either from important changes in the 


} consuming or productive capacities of the several foreign 


countries with which each port may be principally con- 
nected, or from superior progress in the mode of con- 
ducting business at one port as compared with another, 
the extension of local enterprise, the opening up of new 
communications by rail or steam, or from an increase of 
the habits of industry in particular districts. A revul- 
sion from over-speculation will sometimes affect one port 
to a disproportionate degree, and strikes or dissensions 
among the. mechanics or artisans of neighbouring towns 
will also frequently cause a retrograde movement, and 
givean.advantage in the race to some rival emporium 
which may neveragain be recovered. ‘An official return 
lately compiled furnishes the means of testing the relative 
progress of thé 12 ports of the country, showing which 
have made a forward and which a retrograde movement 
during the past year, contrasted with 1857. It 1aust be 

mised that the general shipments last year presented 
a falling off of rather more than 5 per cent., and tbat con- 
sequently any port which maintained its ground must be 
considered, when compared with its rivals, to have made 
an actual progress of more than 5 per cent., while 
any port that shows a reduction of less than 5 per cent., 
must be considered to have fully upheld its relative posi- 
tion. “Now, it appears that one-halt of the number actu- 
ally showed a positive increase, that one out of the re- 
‘mainder showed only a small diminution, and that the re- 
maining five experienced a reduction not merely equal in 
the aggregate te the whole decrease in the trade of the 
year, but also to the extent of the gain at the other ports. 
Those which achieved a positive increase were London, 
about 33 per cen.t; Southampton, 8} per cent.; Glasgow, 
12 per cent.; Greenock, 8} per cent.; Dublin, 53 per cent.; 
and Cork, 2 per cent. Those which figure on the adverse 
side are Liverpool, about 8 per cent.; Hull, 14 per cent.; 
Bristol, 13 per cent,; Newcastle, 13 per cent., and 
Belfast, 71 per cent. Leith also shows a falling- 
off, but as it is only to the extent of a half per cent., 
while the general statistics would have warranted 
a decrease of 5 per cent., it will be seen that she 
presents, in fact, a relative gain of more than 4} per 
cent. So far as these results can be depended upon, it 
will befor the merchants of each port to discuss in what 
degree they may be attributable to permanent or to 
temporary and exceptional causes. It is to be regretted, 
however, that they cannot be received as affording any - 
thing beyond a very rough approximation. An official 
statement of the value of the imports at each place would 
give a much more useful test, since a return of that 
kind would be framed upon definite Custom-house cal- 
culations, instead of upon hap-hazard declarations of 
value, as is the case in our tables of exportation. 


A BURGLAR PROMPTLY Ponisuep.—The Derbyshire 
Times gives the particulars of a burglary recently com- 
mitted. at Brackenfield, near Alfreton, in the cottage of 
an old man named John Newton, which resulted in the 
capture and severe punishment of the burglar, a travel- 
ling gipsy tinker, who had for some time past been 
watching the old man’s movements. A month or two 
back he called at the house, and finding the occupier at 
home, would insist, no/ens volens, upon selling him a 
shirt for a shilling, making it out that he was very badly 
off and in actual want. ‘To get rid of him he consented 
to give him a shilling, and whilst looking for one in his 
purse, which contained between 30s. and 2/., the rascal 
snatched it out of his hand and made off with it, effect- 
ing his escape at the time. No doubt he had harboured 
the idea of committing the robbery, as previous to his 
snatching away the purse he frequeptly called at the 
house, and was always very chatty. On obtaining access 
to the kitchen, the first thing the burglar did was to 
help himself to such victuals: as the place afforded and 
inclination led him to select whereon to make an early 
morning meal, it being about two o'clock. ” Fancying 
he heard the old man moving in his bedroom, the intru- 
der commenced a soliloquy in a variety of voices, with a 
view to impress him that his unceremonious visitcrs 
were in the plural number, which he thought, no doubt, 
would disarm him of any idea he might entertain that 
resistance could restrain them from carrying their plans 
of robbery into effect. After a time he made bold 
cautiously to mount the staircase, but “ Cerberus” was 
at his post, armed with a hatchet, and when the burglar 
had reached within a yard of the spot he received a blow 
therefrom which well nigh proved a quietus to him. For 
a time he lay insensible at the foot of the staircase, but 
after a while managed to crawl out of the house, making 
his way to a straw rick in the stack-yard, where he en- 
deavoured to conceal himself. ‘The old man, however, 
followed him there, and threatened if he dared stir he 
would put it out of his power to move again. In the 
morning he was secured and removed to jail. This case 
is the more remarkable from the fact that about ten years 
ago Newton’s cottage was entered by three burglars, 
whom he resisted in the same manner on the staircase, 
and wounded one of them so severely with =a scythe 
blade that the others decamped, carrying their wounded 
companion with them. 

Tne Lasour MovgMENT IN THE Woritp.—The 
whole civilised world is agitated with the labour ques- 
tion. In the south the re-opening of the slave trade is a 
prominent subject for discussion. The British Colonies 
are more occupied with the coolie question. The French 
West’ Indies are demanding thousands of free negro 
emigrants from Africa. Cuba is pushing both the coolie 
and the slave trade with remarkable activity, and fitting 
out slavers for China and Africa in half the ports 
between Philadelphia and Passamaquoddy. This ac- 
tivity on the part of the great marts of agricultural in- 
dustry has stirred up the humanitarians, and is urging 
them to attempt a re-opening of the discussion of their 
experience-condemned theories. The world demands 
more cotton, sugar, and coffee of the planters ; the 
planters insist that they cannot produce a greater supply 
without more labour ; and the Exeter Hall philosophers 
cry out that in the procuring labour from the countries 
in question the great moral rights of man are violated. 
There is a deey-seated cause for this great movement, 
which neither planters nor humanitarians can oppose or 
remove. ‘The great production of gold in California has 
disturbed, and is still disturbing, the value of labour in 
its various marts. In the thickly-populated regions of 
Europe it has improved the condition of the labourer, has 
stepped emigration in part, and by giving him a full 
belly, has set his brain to work and made of him a revo- 
lutionist at heart. Inthe Southern States and Cuba it. 
has doubled the value of the slave. In the French and 
British colonies, by increasing the value of their pro- 
ductions, ithas caused the absenee of available labour 
to be severely felt. ‘The densely-crowded labour marts 
of Asia and Africa have not yet expericnced the im- 
pulse that gold has given to the civilised world, 
through its quicker channels of communication, and 
thus tbe balance of the value of labour between the 
enlightened and the semi-barbarous and barbarous 
countries is destroyed. The movement that now 
agitates the world is that of the value of labour 
seeking its level. Crowds of negrves, Hindoos, and 
Chinese are hastening on board of swift ships, from 
their homes where they can earn only the pittance 

of three cents a day, to the labour-thirsting fields of 
California, Australia, Cuba, Demerara, Martinique, 
the Southern States of our Union, where they can earn 
20, 50, and even a hundred times their home wages. 
Moralists and doctrinarians.may argue on the tyranny 
of masters and the sufferings of slaves; but the din of 
the looms of Manchester, and the cries of the whole 
world for more cotton and sugar, drown their clamour, 
and stop the ears of both employer and hungry

Thedefendant had a partner named Hutchins,- 
who was principally in superintending thet 
works. It was necessary, however, that the dk fen lant 
should come over here in connection with this business, 
and for that purpose he had given an order to an agent 
to provide him with a suitable house near Youghal, and 
he did so because it was absolutely necessary that he 
should remain in Ireland until his business was arranged, 
and his several debts discharged. It was not the inten- 
tion of the defendant to leave Ireland ‘until his accounts 
were wound up, and the present proceeding would have 
the effect of preventing him doing so. Under these cir- 
cumstances he would ask that his lordship should con- 
sider the proceedings premature, and leave the parties 
to make an application to the court hereafter, if they 
theught fit. ni 

Me Armstrong, Q.C., appeared for the plaintiff, and 
contended that no reason had been shown «r existed 
why the fiat should be disturbed. There had been 
no denial of the debt, and furthermore it had 
been conceded that the defendant’s business in 
this country was solely connected with this railway 
eontract, which was now abandoned, the plant and ma- 
terial having been handéd over to the company, so that 
he was now relieved from any connexion with the pro- 
ject. It was, therefore, most reasonable to expect that 
the defendant would at once proceed to London. His 
affidavit was,on the whole, most evasive and unsatis- 
factory, for there was nothing toshow that he owed a 
single shilling in this country except to the plaintiff. His 
business here was simply to look after the railway, and 
his accounts in relation to it might be closed imme- 
diately. To be sure they were told they might watch 
him; but how could that be successfully done in a place 
like Cork, where the utmost facilities existed for his 
departure. Mr. Armstrong then proceeded to consider 
the cases cited by Mr. Kernan, and endeavoured to 
show that no analogy existed between them and the 
present one. i 

His Lordship said he was of opinion that he should 
not interfere with the fiat. The debt was not disputed; 
the defendant’s permanent residence was in England; he 
had no permanent domicile in Ireland, neither had he 
any business in this country except in connexion with this 
railway contract. He would, therefore, refuse the motion ; 
the costs followed of course. 

Fitzgerald v. Swansy. 

Mr. Armstrong, Q.C., moved that the judgment 
marked in this case be set aside, same being irregular, 
inasmuch asthe consent should have been signed by 
the defendant, as well as by his attorney. ‘The defend- 
ant was served with an cjectment, and had givena 
consent for judgment, but it was not signed by him. 
The affidavit filed to resist the application stated that 
bcfore judgment was entered, the plaintifi’s attoraey 
had consulted the Master of the court, Mr. Bush, whu 
stated that the course was regular. Counscl was not 
aware whether this case was ever raised befure, for there 
had been no argument and no decision upon it, though 
he believed there was some rumour to the effect, that 
Baron Greene had made a decision which would be relied 
upon by the opposite side. He considered that the act 
of Parliament whieh bore upon the question, in making 
this regulation intended to protect a class of persons who 
were likely to be harrassed, and who in consequence were 
not at liberty to neglect it. He therefore, submitted 
that the judgment was a nullity, and ought to be 
set aside. | 

Mr. Henderson, Q.C., who appeared for the plaintiff, 
expressed his astonishment at the course pursued by the 
defendant. The latter had owed three half years’ rent 
fora house in Cavan. ‘The summons and plaint had 
been served upon the 3rd June. The plea put in was 
quite a sham; for it stated that neither the defendant 
nor any one for him had held the premises in question 
as tenant. Theconsent for judgment had been signed 
by defendant’s attorney, and was brought by defendant’s 
son to Mr. Carmichael, plaintiff’s attorney. The pro- 
ceedings were of course stopped, and there can be no 
doubt whatever that a verdict would have been obtained 
at the Cavan Assizes for the plaintiff. Having some 
doubt, however, about the execution of the consent, plain- 
tiff’s attorney applied to the Master of the Court, who 
informed him, that the consent was not objectionable, 
and that jndgment could be marked upon it. The judg- 
ment was entered on the 13th July, and they heard 
nothing more about it until the 16th August, when the 
defendant’s son called at Mr. Carmichael’s office, and 
requested that the costs should be furnished. The 
request was complied with, and the next thing 
they heard of was a notice of the present 
motion. He considered the proceedings perfectly 
regular. They had applied to the officers of the Courts 
of Exchequer and Common Pleas, and found the practice 
similar in this respect. He could see no objection to the 
consent for judgment, and believed that if it were set 
aside, the precedent would have a most prejudicial 
effect. Mr. Henderson then referred to several cases in 
support of his view, and pointed out the difference be- 
tween a cognovit actionem, and a consent for judgment, 
the former being executed by the parties themselves, and 
the latter by the attorney. He contended that this 
was simply a consent for judgment, and therefore that 
it was properly executed. 

After some further discussion, his Lordship said, the 
question for the court was, whether the execution of 
the consent was simply an irregularity or a nullity 
On inquiry, he found that the officers of the courts 
considered it regular, and in accordance with the prac- 
tice of them. But, independently of this fact, and of the 
decision of Baron Greene upon the question, he con- 
sidered that granting the motion would be nothing less 
than a fraud upon the administration of justice. The 
action was brought in the ordinary way ; ample oppor- 
tunity was given the defendant, who was an at- 
tourney himself, to establish his case _ in. 
point of law or fact; he did not wish to do so, 
and, on the eve of the trial, entered into a compromise, 
and gave a consent for judgment, perfectly understand- 
ing the nature of it. He considered the consent for 

judgment quite in accordance with the practice and 
the decisions already made, and that the terms of the 
act were merely directory, and not mandatory. There 
was no doubt but that the act was intended to benefit 
defendants, but in this case the defendant himself was 
an attorney, and could not have been deceived or taken 
by surprise. He would, therefore, refuse the motion, 
with costs. i 


Linshey v. Redmond. 

Mr. Armstrong, Q.C., moved that the judgment in 
this case be set side, it having been entered one day 
before the regular time elapsed for the defendant to file 
his defence. He also grounded his motion on the fact 
that the plaintiff had repudiated all knowledge of the 
action. The judgment had been marked upon 2d 
August; but the Act required that there should be twelve 
clear days from the day of service of notice. 

Mr. Sydney appeared for the plaintiff, and con- 
tended that in the present case the twelve 
clear days, as understood by the statute, were 
granted, and that, in fact, the defendant required 
to have thirteen clear days, and not twelve. The de- 
fendant was allowed six clear days in each of the two 
weeks to defend the action, and if he meant to do so he 
must proceed within that period ; if he did not, the 
plaintiff had a right to mark judgment. " 

Mr. Frazer appeared for the defendant also, and con- 
tented that there was a difference between twelve days 
and twelve clear days, thé latter being required by the 
rules of the court, though not granted in this case. The 
first six clear days expired on Saturday, the 23d July, 
and the last of the twelve clear days expired on the 30th 
July. Had the next day been a pleadable day they 
would have had it to plead ; so that, in fact, they had up 
to the 21st October for that purpose. 

His Lordship said he took a different view of the case 
from that of Mr. Armstrong and Mr. Frazer. If their 
construction of the rule werc to be adopted, the de- 
fendant would have thirteen clear days, and not twelve. 
If he had a right to enter his defence on the morning of 
the thirteenth day, then he had a right to every hour of 
that day ; buc thejmeaning was that the Act should be 
done within the twelve days—that is to say, upon the 
twelfth day, or before it. He would, therefore, refuse 
the motion, with costs.

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THE LATE MELANCHOLY OccURRENCE AT Howtn 
—The remains of Mr. Reigh, the untortunate young gen- 
tleman who was drowned on the 7th of last month, 
along with his friend Mr. Carroll, while sailing in a 
small yacht off Howth, were washed ashore on Monday 
last, at Portrane, in a state of decomposition. An 
inquest was held on the body, and a verdict of 
Accidental “ Death” returned, when the remains were 
removed by the sorrowing relations of deceased for 
interment. 

A MANIN THE Stocks.—The offence of “ the man in the 
stocks” was, that he ha! been drunk, was often drunk and 
was too poor to pay five shillings for thus offending. He 
was placed in the stocks for the six hours between eleven 
o’clock in the morning and five in the evening. The 
stocks used on the occasion had iron wrist fetters, which 
bound the victim so that he could not sit down or help 
himself in any way. In this manner the man hung in 
the market place during the heat of the day, with an 
easterly wind assisting in his punishment. His hat 
was blown off, and he would have been uncovered ifa 
bystander had not placed it on his head again. A police- 


standing as a watch over the prisoner during the whole 
six hours. “ But,” somebody suggested to the watcher, 
“it may be that you must release him for a minute or 
two.” ‘‘Iam not allowed,” was the reply. ‘The peo- 
ple of the town who found their way into the market- 
place appeared to feel themselves insulted by this exhi- 
bition. ‘They had not seen a man in the stocks for fifteen 
years, and then the machine had so long been out of 
use, that it had been necessary to make new stocks for 
the purpose. ‘Three men were exhibited in them on 
that occasion, and the public indignation at their treat-. 
ment took the form of sympathy expressed in beer. 
Those men were actually made drunk in the stocks. 
This man was exhibited for having been drunk. A horse- 
jockey passed. He said, “If I served a horse like 
that I should be fined five pounds by those very jus- 
tices for cruelty to animals.” A Queen’s officer passed. 
He said, “ If I served one of the Queen’s men like that, 
I should be tried by a court-martial.” A lawyer passed. 
He said, “The man is not placed in the right way.” 
A teetotaller stood by, and _ repudiated - this 
pew argument against excess. declaring that It 
disgusted reasonable men as much as drunkenness 
itself. But the culprit and the policeman bore the 
punishments to which they were respectively condemned, 
and homage was paid to the wisdom of the days of 
James I., by whose statute the magistrates were j ustifid 
n their discretion. For the old law, congenial to thair 
souls, said, if any person shall be drunk, and thereof 
convicted before one justice, on view, confession, or oath 
of a witness, he shall forfeit for the first offence five 


to the churchwardens for the use of. the poor. If he 
refuse or neglect to pay the same, it may be levied by 
distress, or if the offender be not able to pay, he shall 
be committed to the stocks, there to remain fur the spate 
ot six hours.” There is no ultimate punishment 
assigned in case there should be no stocks in the parish. 
For a man once fairly set in the stocks there. is no leg 
bail. No payment obtains any release. ‘That was 4 
decision solemnly arrived at by the whole Court of 
Queen’s Bench, in the case of a poor fellow who was 
put in the stocks for two hours because he had sold A 
pennyworth of fruit on a Sunday.—Dickens’ " All the 
Year Round.” . 
New Process FOR WATERING STREETS.—Á cu 
experiment is now being tried at Lyons for laying the 
dust in public promenades, and has so far been atten 
with success. A chemist of that city having accidentally 
spilt some hydrochloric acid on a terrace of his, fou r 
that it hardened the spot on which it had fallen, an 
maintained it in a state of permanent moisture. This 
led him to think that by watering the streets with = 
acid the dust on large macadamised roads might be laid, 
or rather prevented from rising.
